Dragged Her Out by Ankles. 

A patrolman, caught well 
dressed woman by one of her ankles and 
dragged her along walk, 
clinging the canvas until 
forced to loose her hold.

No Clash Expected. 

There is no expectation here of a hos- 
tile clash on the isthmus in the imme- 
diate future, for it is believed that the 
Colombian government, when fully ad- 
vised of what has happened. will accept 
the inevitable, and not attempt to send 
troops to attack Panama in the face of 
the United States naval vessels guard- 
ing the approaches. | 

The state department was notified today 
that the Colombian goveTnment had ea. 
tablished a censorship over cablegrams 
destined for the interior of Colombia. 
reaching Buena Ventura. This practical- 
ly cuts off free communication between 
Bogota, the capital of Colombia, and the 
outside world. 

In a dispatch received a few days ago 
at the state department from Minister 
Beaupre, he announced that he had de- 
cided to refrain from taking advaygtage 
of his leave of absence, which was imme- 
diately available, until March.

The instructions are substantially the 
same as those sent from Washington to 
the United States consul at Panama, urd 
will have the effect of giving the same 
recognition of the new regime as the 
United States already has given. A for- 
mal recognition will follow later, when 
the new government is fully organized, 
but the instructions of the consul definite- 
ly establish the attitude of France toward 
the new republic. 

M. Delcasse’s Instructions followed the 
receipt of ample assurances of the pur- 
pose of the new regime to carry out the 
obligationns of Colombia concerning the 
canal concession and other French prop- 
erty rights. The reports of the consul 
also showed that the new conditions are 
apparently stable, with the separatists 
maintaining order and maintaining and 
exercising undisputed authority. 

Prairie Ordered to Colon. 

Newport News, Va., November 10.—The 
training ship Prairie arrived in Hampton 
Roads this afternoon from Philadelphia 
under rush orders to coal and proceed 
with all possible dispatch to Colon.

Those who called upon him 
at the white house were Secretary 
Moody, Speaker Cannon, Senators Alli- 
son, Aldrich, Platt of Connecticut, Spoon- 
Hanna, Hale, Lodge and Wetmore, 
and Representatives Payne, Dalzell, 
Tawney and Hemenway. 

One of the participants stated that the 
members of the house present had taken 
dinner with the president and had been 
called together for the purpose of going 
over with the president certain portions of 
his forthcoming message to congress. 

When the members of the senate ar- 
rived later, the party entered into a gen- 
eral discussion of the reciprocity agree- 
ment now before congress.

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PLEA FOR CUBA 
BY ROOSEVELT 


Message af President Read in 
House and Senate 


It Is Devoted Entirely to the Affairs 
of Cuba—The Passage of Reci- 
procity Legislation for the 
Island Is Strongly 
Urged.

Washington, November 10.—The pres!- 


dent's message was read in both houses 
of congress today. It dealt entirely with 
Cuba. The message follows: 

“To the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives: I have convened the congress 
that it may consider the legislation nec- 
essary to put into operation the commer- 
Clal treaty with Cuba, which was ratified 
by the senate at its last session, and, 
subsequently, by the Cuban government. 
| deem such legislation demanded, not 
only by our interests, but by our honor. 
We can not, with propriety, abandon 
the course upon which he have so wisely 
embarked. When the acceptance of the 
Platt amendment was required from 
Cuba by the action of the congress of 
the United States, this government there- 
by definitely committed itself to the pol- 
icy of treating Cuba as occupying a 
unique position as regards this country. 
It Was provided that when the island 
became a free and independent republic, 
she should stand in such close rela- 
tions with us as in certain respects to 
come within our system of international 
policy; and it necessarily followed that 
she must also to a certain degree be- 
come included within the lines of our 
economic policy. 


Cuba Our Ward. 


“Situated as Cuba is, it would not be 
possible for this country to permit the 
strategic abuse of the island py any for- 
eign military power. It is for this rea- 
son that certain limitations have been 
imposed upon her financial policy, and 
that nava] stations have been conceded 
by her to the United States. The ne- 
gotiations as to the details of these naval 
stations are on the eve of completion. 
They are so situated ag to prevent any 
idea that there is the intention ever to 
use them against Cuba, or Otherwise than 
for the protection of Cuba from the as- 
saults of foreign foes, and for the better 
safeguarding of Amerjcan interests in the 
waters south of us. 

“These interests have been largely in- 
creased by the consequences of the war 
with Spain, and will be still further in- 
creased by the building of the isthmian 
canal. They are both military and eco- 
nomic, The granting to us by Cuba of 
the naval stations above alluded to is of 
the utmost importance from a military 
standpoint, and is proof of the good fuith 
with which Cuba is treating us. Cuba 
has made great progress since her inde- 
pendence was established. She has ad- 
vanced steadily in every way. She al- 
ready stands high among her sister re- 
publics of the new world. She js loyally 
observing her obligations to us, and she 
ig entitled to like treatment by us. 

“The treaty submitted to you for ap- 
proval secures to the United § States 
economic advantages as great as those 
given to Cuba. Not an American in- 
terest is sacrificed. By the tfreaty a 
large Cuban market Is secured t®& our 
producers. It is a market which lies 
at our doors; which is already large, 
which is capable of great expansion, and 
which is especially important to the de- 
velopment of pur export trade. It would 
be indeed shortsighted for us to refuse 
to take advantage of such an opportunity 
and to force Cuba into making arrange- 
ments with other countries to our disad- 
vantage. 

The Reciprocity Treaty. 

‘This reciprocity treaty stands by it- 
self. It is demanded on considerations 
of broad national policy as wei! as by 
our economic interest. It will do harm 
to no industry. It will benefit many 
industries. It is in the interest of our 
people as a whole, both because of its 
importance from the broad standpoint 
of international policy and because eco- 
nomically it intimately concerns us to 
develop and secure the rich Cuban mar- 
kot for our farmers, artisans, merchants 
and manufacturers. Finally, it is de- 
sirable as a guaranty of the good faith 
of our nation towards her young sister 
republic to the south, whose welfare must 
ever be closely bound with ours. We 
gave her liberty. We are knit to her 
by the memories of the blood and cour- 
age of our soldiers who fought for her 
in war: by the memories of the wisdom 
and integrity of our administrators who 
served her in peace and who started her 
so well on the difficult path of self- 
government. We must help her onward 
and upward, and in helping her we shall 
help ourselves. 

“The foregoing considerations caused 
the negotiation of the treaty with Cuba 
and its ratification by the senate. They 
now with equal force support the legis- 
lation by the congress which by the terms 
of the treaty is necessary to render it 
operative. A failure to enact such legis- 
lation would come perilously near a 
repudiation of the pledged faith of the 
nation. 

‘Tt transmit herewith the treaty as 
amended by the senate and ratified by 
the Cuban government.

CYCLE CIRCUIT 
AGAIN DELAYED 


Work on Atlanta Velodrome 
Won’t Start Until 
January. 


The cycle circult composed of Atlanta 
and Birmingham has suffered another 
delay, and work on the Coliseum in these 
two cities will-not begin until} after the 
six-day race in New York is over. This 
plan proposes that in the fall and spring 
of each year races shall be. held each 
week in Atlanta and Birmingham, be- 
tween the greatest pace followers in the 
world. 

At the time that this plan was being 
arranged it was thought that prominent 
men of Birmingham would begin build- 
ing the Coliseum at once, so that the 
horse shows and bicycle races could be 
held this fall. At a confefence which 
was held some time ago between Jack 
Prince and the people interested in this 
proposition it was decided to build such a 
structure. 

It seems, though, that as soon as Prince 
had left Birmingham his associdtes in 
the move began to consider the cost of 
such a building, which will range be- 
tween $10,000 and $15,000, and finally 
came to the decision that there were 
several other things in the city which 
needed immediate attention more than 
did the Coliseum. 

Immediately after the six-day race in 
New York, however, Prince will go to 
Birmingham from New York and hold 
a conference with the business men. He 
States that the delay is only temporary. 

Jack Prince states that the circuit will 
be completed by the 20th of March, and 
that races will be held alternately each 
week at Birmingham and Atlanta. As 
yet the site for the proposed new velo- 
drome has not been secured, but work 
will probably begin about January and 
be completed some time in February. 

The first race on the new velodrome, 
which was to have occurred between 
Walthour and Champion, is off on ac- 
count of the serious injury sustained by 
Champion in the recent automobile acci- 
dent. Champion is much better, but it 
is certain that he will not be in condi- 
tion for a race for one year. 

Thé first race will probably be held be- 
tween Walthour and the winner of the 
six-day race, provided Walfhour does not 
Win himself.

Central City To Have dig 
Aubor Day, 


Citizens of Macon Pushing Lamented 
Daisy Price’s Idea of Providing 
Shade Trees for City’s 
Streets—Alderman Jones 
Greatly Interested. 


By E. C. Bruffey. 
Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., November 10.—(Special.)— 
One thousand young shade trees are to 
be planted in the parks and along the 
streets of the Centra] City within the 
next ten days. 

The trees have been ordeged and 
now en route to Macon, where they 
expected to arrive the latter part of 
present, week. 

Somé@ years ago, it was under the ad- 
ministration of the late Daisy Price, tree 
planting in the parks and alongside the 
streets became a fad here and since the 
initial year young shade makers have 
been added every fall and spring until 
now Macon has more young trees, all 
healthy and growing, than probably any 
city in the south. 

Soon after the first installment had 
been given a home in Macon soil the 
board of aldermen adopted an ordinance 
permitting any citizen to purchase a tree 
for public planting with the understand- 
ing that the tree might bear the name of 
the donor. Not only did the ordinance 
permit this purchase. It invited it and 
today many of the trees of the city are 
registered as the gift of ladies and chil- 
dren as well as business and professional 
men who gave them. 

Once planted the trees beco. e the 
charge of the park committee and since 
Hon. Ben L. Jones’ succeeded to the 
chairmanshTffP of that committee he has 
given attention to the forestry work with 
good results, result demonstrating that 
with care and attention transplanted 
trees are easily given a healthy growth in 
the new soil. 

Of the thousand trees now coming to 
Macon there are five varieties, each with 
a healthy, strong nature. There are 600 
coral poplars, 100 silver maples, 100 ash 
leaf maples, 100 American white ash and 
100 tulip poplars. After the trees arrive 
Mayor Smith will designate a day for 
the planting and the work will be done 
at once under the direction of the park 
committee. 

Within a few years if the good work 
goes on Macon will surpass the national 
capital as the home for magnificent shade 
trees.

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‘STEEL BRIDE 


TO SPAN RIVER. 
Will Be Erected Jointly by Fulton ; 
and Cobb Counties, 


Contract Will Be Let Next Saturday 
at Public Outcry at Bridge Site, 
Pace’s Ferry—Estimated Cost 
Between $12,000 and 
$15,000. 


A splendid steel] bridge is soon to span 
the Chattahoochee river at Pace’s ferry, 
9 miles from Atlanta, and 2 miles from 
Vinings Station, in Cobb county, the 
structure to be erected jointly by Ful- 
ton and Cobb counties. 

The contract is to be let at public out- 
cry at the bridge site on next Saturday 
morning at II o’clock by Judge EB. B. 
Rosser, chairman of the board of county 
commissioners of Fulton county, and 
Judge John aAwtry, ordinary of Cobb 
county. The state law provides that 
where a bridge is to be constructed joint- 
ly by two counties, the contract must be 
let at public outcry on the bridge site. 
This will be done in the nature of an 
auction, the contract, ‘however, going to 
the lowest bidder instead of the high- 
est. 

The bridge is to be one of the finest In 
this section and its estimated cost is be- 
tween $12,000 and $15,000. It is expected 
that active work on the structure wiil 
be in progress within the next few weeks. 

The need of a bridge at Pace’s ferry has 
been felt for some time and the authori- 
ties of Fulton and Cobb counties finally 
agreed to erect one. Under the terms of 
the agreement, Fulton county is to Dear 
75 per cent of the tota] expense and ‘Cobb 
county is to pay 25 per cent.. The road 
from Vining Station to Pace’s ferry and 
from the ferry to Atlanta is an impor- 
tant thoroughfore and the supplanting 
of the ferry by the bridge will be a big 
improvement. 

The bridge is to consist of two steel 
spans and 140 feet each on pin centers, 
and 156 feet of wooden pile trestle ap- 
proach. The spans to rest upon steel 
tubular piers, about 34 feet in height, 
and resting on rock foundations. The 
trestle is in eight panels, resting on pile 
bents, of three piles to the bent. Total 
length of the bridge is 436 feet, and has 
one roadway of !6 feet in the clear,
